CORKIIILL'S STATEMENT. 


An Kvtruurilliinry MtutiMii.-iit 


Ingto themar Koiito 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.— District Attor- 


ney Oorkhill, whatever his relations to 
the star- route trials may be, has certainly 
to-day, by a statement in open court per- 
sonal to himself, placed the prosecution 
iu a peculiar attitude, and seems to have 
shifted from his own shoulders jto those 
of Attorney General MacVeagh and the 
counsel having charge ot the star route 
cases all responsibility tor the adjourn- 
ment ot the grand jury from September 
until October 3d, and consequently, for 
tho tact that tlio statute oC limitations 
ran upon some of the important Brady 
cases, as a result of which the prose- 
cution is now endeavoring a proceeding 
by information instead ot au indictment. 
Colonel Oorkbill's statement, made in 
open court, is very extraordinary, anil, in- 
asmuch us its accuracy waa not ques- 
tioned by Colonol William A. Cook, load- 
ing counsel in the star-route prosecu- 
tions, who sat bcaido District Attorney 
Corklnll in open court whpu tho state- 
ment was made, Mr. Gorki-ill's explana- 
tion must, unquestionably, be accepted 
as true. Uis statement is a most remark- 
able one. 
It is, in substance, that,

question of

grand jury on account of tho extreme

Shade and Water in Pastures. 


Many pastures in the West consist of 


* level piece of prairie laud covered 
•with a few varieties of grass and sur- 
rounded by a fence of barbed wire. 
There is no water except that found in 
natural depressions of the earth after a 
heavy tain. Milch cows are allowed 
water in the yard twice a day at milk- 
ing time. Calves, colts and stock cat- 
tle arc driven to a poud, creek or wat- 
ering trough onco in every twenty-four 
hours to quench their thirst. Sheop 
often are not treated as well as this. It 
is a favorite idea of some farmers that 
•heep will get along well enough on 
dew. They are fond of reading stories 
'of sheep that lived for mouths on ocean 
islands that contained no freshwater, or 
in acid regions in tho far West where 
there are no springs or streams. 


It 19 true that most kinds of farm 
stock will exist for several months on a 
scant supply of food and water, and 
.with very little to add to their comfort. 
The animals will exist, but they will 
not bo profitable to their owners. Cows 
will give little milk, sheep will afford 
but a small amount of wool, stock in- 
tended for the butchers will lay on but 
little fat, and young animals will make 
a very slow growth. Stock kept dur- 
ing several generations in this way will 
"run oat." 
They will diminish in size 
and productiveness. They will be far 
less profitable to their owners than an- 
imals that have had their material 
wants well supplied and have had at- 
tention paid to their comfort. Some 
animals, like human beings, will only 
do their best when they are well fed 
and cared for. 
Every pasture should contain a per- 
petual supply of cool, fresh water, to 
which animals can have access at all 
times. If the pasture is large, then 
there should be several drinking places. 
Animals should not be subjected to the 
hardship of walking half a mile to ob- 
tain a drink in a hot day in July or 
August. If they are compelled to do 
this, they will often remain thirsty for 
several hours, and will then lind their 
way to tho water, and drink immoder- 
ately. Abstinence from water for a 
considerable period, or a long walk in 
the scalding sun in order to obtain it. 
Will result hi tho loss of milk, flesh and 
fat. Water, next to ah*, is the cheapest 
article that is consumed by animals, 
and they should have it in abundance 
and within easy reach at all times. 


Many farmers are very negligent iu 
utilizing natural supplies of water. 
They take no pains to Keep up the flow 
of water in springs, or to conduct tho 
water they afford through pipes to dif- 
ferent parts of a large pasture. The 
fall necessary to conduct water is very 
small. Pipes of wood, iron or lead are 
cheap, and are easily placed below the 
frost line. Onco in position, they will 
last a life-time, and require no repairs. 
It is often tho case that a supply of 
water can be obtained from a spring 
located on an adjoining farm, or on the 
public highway. If there is no spring, 
stream or lake from which water can bo 
obtained, resort must be had to wells 
and wind-mills, or to artesian wells. 
One of these wells will often furnish 
sufficient water to supply several farms. 
Every pasture shoidd contain some 
means of shelter from tho sun. If there 
are no trees they should be planted as 
soon as circumstances will permit. It 
may be advisable to plant quick-grow- 
ing varieties, as linden and willow, for 
present purposes, but more substantial 
kinds should be set out for affording 
shade in tho future. It is best to plant 
tho trees in tho higher portions of the 
'pasture, as they are more exposed to 
.breezes, and are the most comfortable 
for animals to lie in. Grasses on low 
.land are likely to abound with troublc- 
|8ome insects. It is desirable to plant 
trees hi several places, so that stock of 
different kinds and ages may not trouble 
•the others. Cattle will often 'drive 
.sheep, calves, and colts from their rest- 
' ing places. 
; Excellent shade may be secured by 
i making frames of timber and covering 
i them with wild vines. The woodbine 
land a weral varieties of wild grapes may 
be obtained without cost 'in most parts 
.of tho West, and transplanted with lit- 
tle trouble. They are hardy, and make 
a'rapid growth. The Clinton grape- 
vine may also'be employed for covering 
their arbors. The fruit, though not o! 
the best quality, is, when well-ripened, 
jdl Tory fair quality. Since wire may be 
used, if desired, for supporting the 
vines, shelters for immediate use may 
be covered with long straw, rushes, or 
>mead0w-grass. §hcltors made in this 
Banner are desirable to protect stock 
against storms as well as. against the 
sun—Chicago Times.

Specialties In farming. 


The tendency in every department of 
.manufacturing is in the direction of 
JipeclaUiea. Tho majority of manufact- 
•uren limit their operations to the pro 
I'ductlon of ono kind of article. In large 
,;oities one class of bakers make pics, 
another crackers, and still others bread 
and cakes. As a rule, the larger tho 


. establishment the more restricted arc 


! Its operations. In these large estab- 
lishments the work is classified and 
^divided between operatives who only 
perform a certain kind of labor. In a 
shoe manufactory tho persons who sew 
, uppers do nothing else. One set of 
men put on the soles and another the 
heels, while still another sot do tho fin- 
ishing. Young men and womon do not 
learn trades now and become prolicicnt 
in everything that pertains to them. 
They simply learn a part of a trade. At 
least twenty persons are required to 
make a watch. Fifty years ago a ship- 
carpenter was competent to construct 
and rig a vessel. In a modern ship- 
yard sixty-four men working at as 
many distinct trades are required to 
make a vessel andget it ready for a voy- 
age. Tin work of making a bureau or 
bookittiae is divided among a dozen per- 
sons. The like is substantially true in 
binding a book. 


There is great economy In this divis- 
ion of work among several classes of 
operatives, each performing.a distinct 
kind of labor. Every person becomes 
an expert in his particular lino of busi- 
ness. Ho acquires groat proficiency 
and skill, and is able to perform a vast 
amount of labor In a very short time. 
Having but little to learn, ho can ob- 
tain such a mastery of the art as to en- 
able him to earn wages in a short 
time. He does not lose three or four 
years in learning a trade. He is able 
to leant a certain portion of a trade in 
as many weeks. Manufacturers save 
tools and machines by the subdivision 
of labor, and' the operatives acquire 
••eater skill and dexterity. Persona 
buying tho goods manufactured are 
benefited, as they obtain bettor articles 
«t a smaller price. 


During tho past few years various at- 


tempts have been made to follow the 
example of manufacturers and adopt 
specialities in agriculture. 
It was 
claimed that it was much cheaper to fit 
up a ffnn for tho production of ono' 
' that less 


~~~* »iuU' 


tho men employed'wonld"become mon, 
proficient in their work. Attempt have 
also been made to subdivide work on 
farms as it has boon done in factories, 
and to train certain men to perform 
certain kinds of work and those alone. 
Borne persons believe that the time will 
come before very long when nearly 
every farm will bo devoted to some 
specialty, when most farmers will sell 
tho crops they raise and buy the arti- 
cles they require for the support of their 
families. Very many objections have 
boon found in practice to the adoption 
of specialties in farming. In the first 
place the risks involved are too great 
for any person who has not large 
means. A man who relies on his crop 
for the support of his family is often 
ruined if his crop is cut ofl or docs not 
bring a good price at the time it is 
ready for the market. The majority of 
farmers have not the means to carry 
them over an entire year, as they are 
required to have if they rely on a single 
crop and that is a failure or is not re- 
quired for immediate consumption. 
Most farmers arc not in tho condition 
to run the risk of "carrying all their 
eggs in one basket." There are more 
risks in farming than in manufacturing. 
The farmer runs all the risks tho manu- 
facturer does iu relation to the demands 
of the market, and many more besides. 
He is dependent on tho state of the 
weather, which is always uncertain. 
His crops are likely to bo destroyed by 
insects as well as by rain, drought, 
wind and frost. If ho has but one crop, 
and that fails, ho has nothing to depend 
upon for support. What is more, ho is 
liable to lose what property he has. 


Another difficulty connected with 
specialties in farming consists in find- 
ing labor for the workmen when not 
engaged ou the crop, or in hiring per- 
sons to work a short time when their 
services arc required. The raisers of 
small fruits are generally able to pro- 
cure pickers among tho women and 
children of villages in tho vicinity of 
their plantations. Hop-growers pro- 
cure their pickers in tho same manner. 
When the planting or harvesting of a 
crop requires the labor of men, it is not 
generally an easy matter to obtain them. 
Exclusive wheat-raising has been found 
profitable in Dakota, when managed by 
persons of capital, but the conditions 
have been very favorable. The land is 
cheap, productive and free from weeds; 
crops have been large and prices high. 
As grain ripens later there than in the 
States and Territories further south, la- 
borers could be obtained to do harvest- 
ing. By the offer of liberal wages they 
would make a trip of several hundred 
miles in order to work a few weeks. 
There is generally great difficulty in ob- 
taining a snlHcient number of persons 
to pick cotton in counties in tho South 
where this crop is grown almost exclu- 
sively. Several persons in tho West 
have devoted large farms exclusively to 
the production of milk. They found 
great difficulty in obtaining a sufficient 
number of milkers. A gentleman of 
fine business qualifications, having a 
lar*o farm near Kenosha, Wis., under- 
took to keep four hundred milch cows. 
He found that it required forty persons 
to milk thorn. He could not profitably 
employ this number of men on his place 
or obtain milkers from other farms, and 
was therefore compelled to abandon the 
enterprise. There arc also difficulties 
in the way of subdividing labor on 
farms, as it is done in factories, so that 
individuals shall have substantially the 
same occupations during most of the 
year. This is douo in portions of En- 
gland whore there is little very cold 
weather, and farming operations may 
bo carried on during most of the time. 
There men hire out as plowmen or 
hcdgers and arc not expected to engage 
In other kinds of farm work. Here, 
however, the seasons arc short, and 
men employed on farms are required to 
change their occupations every few 
days. There is accordingly little de- 
mand for men who nre specialists in 
any department of farm work.—Chi- 
\cago Times.
